TAX COLLECTOR'S REPORT 


14 Poll taxes were collected for 1968, amounting to 
$28.00, which was added to the Town Treasury. 20 Head 
taxes were collected, amounting to $100.00, which was 
remitted to the State. 


Property taxes were assessed for the first time in many 
yearg, besed on 100% valuation, and the town tax rate was 
set at ®2.00 per thousand valuation for 1968. 40 Froperty 
tax bills were prepared and mailed in October. +All taxes 
due were collected by the tax deadline. 


Total R,al Sstate valuation for the town of Waterville 
Valley for the tax year 1968 was $3,234,610, of which the 
waterville Co. and other commercial enterprises were as- 
sessed for $2,230,500. Real Estate tax revenue remitted 
to the Treasurer amounted to $4156.25. Abatements up to 
50% of taxes were granted by the Selectmen to the con- 
mercial enterprises in consideration of their first year 
of business under difficult conditions.

REPORT CF SULERINTENDENT OF SCHOCLS 
1968-69 


A School opened in the district in the fall of 1968 after 
a lapse of many years. “Je were fortunate in securing the 
Sérvices of tiildred Uhlman as the teacher. She has many years 
of successful experience xnd has previously taught multiple 
grades. It does not secm like much of a problem to teach 
Pereroatv erodes 11n “One roomibut Lt asa reall art) that recent 
graduates from teacher training institutions are not trained 
to handle, 


School began very well in September and from personal ob- 
servrtion and mweports the pupils ore making fine progress. 


From thenadopted budget the school was supplied with the 
most modern textbooks in all subject matter areas asp well as 
most of the audio-visual materinls so necessary today in 2 
Modern school. ‘fe now are taking advantage of educational 
television andusing some of the prograns from Channel 11 in 
Doris. Nein the usevor the Local library ecrd’ the book 
mobile provide good reading experiences for the children 
and we ore adding to the books os funds permit. In the 
budget for next year a set of junior encyclopedias has been 
included and some science materinls to be used for experi- 
Mentation anddemonstration of scientific principles. Je also 
have included funds to provide playground equipment for the 
wchool. This can also double es a facility for children to 
use during the summer months. 


I am not sure how fast the school will grow butsome thought 
should be given now about the future. Our school is comfortable 
and erves the purposeforthe numbers of pupils we now have very 
well but sp2ce will not allow for the addition of many more 
students. I would recommend 2 study committee be appointed 
at the district meeting, to report their findings and reconm- 
mendations a yeor frou now. If they wished to have me act 
asan advisor to thegroup I would beihappy to do so. 


We have had a good year to date. Better than could normally 
be expected when 2 school opens for the first time. The teachers 
aide has been very helpful and in my opinion has improved the 
Cat pre Or instruction, ; This should continue on .an\ expanded 
basis. 


In closing I would simply state your children are getting a 
good basie, modern education. Please feel-free to contact me 
if you have questions concerning the school or your children.
